Louls Helfrich, aged 42, of 7210 Minnesota 
e@venue, a carpenter, employed on the 
Wighth street extension of the Chemical 
building, fell from the tenth story of the 
building at 9 o’clock Monday morning. He 
was unconscious when picked up, and was 


taken to the City Hospital, where he lived 


wntil 12:40 o'clock, when he died without 
regaining consciousness. 

No one saw Helfrich at the time he fell 
He had been seen to start up the ladder 
at the rear of the building from the ninth 
to the tenth floor, carrying a carpenter's 
sawhorse. The ladder was slippery and 
it is supposed that he lost his balance. 

He must have fallen backward, as the 
chief injuries were to his back and hips. 
His body was fearfully crushed. 

The sawhorse he was carrying was bro- 
ken into splinters. 

The distance is estimated as 100 feet. 

Helfrich’s injuries were found to be both 
legs broken between the knee and ankle, 
right arm broken between elbow and wrist, 
injuries to back and serious internal in- 
juries.

of the mest bloody of savage warfare. 

In no other massacre in history were the 
bodies of the victims wo mutilated, but. 
strange to harrate, the body of Custer, the 
leader of the band, was not molest by 
the blood-thirsty Sioux. The reason for 
this has always been a mystery, but the 
myster has at last been explained by 
Chief Bear Shield, who is a member of the 
‘band of Indlans with the Luella ore- 
paugh-Fish Wild West show, which is or- 
ganizing at Handlan’s Tarx. 

Chief Bear Shield admits that he was 
the third chief in command at the massa- 
cre. There is also with the band at the 
Wild West show Crazy Horse, who was one 
of the worst of the Sioux. 

Naturally enough the Indians are averse 
to speaking of their connection with this 
dark spot on their tribal record, but Chief 
Bear Shield, when questioned through an 
interpreter as to the reason for not muti- 
lating or even scalping Gen. Custer, said: 

“Brave soldier!“ ver harm Sioux! 
Never hurt Indian! Never tell Indian lie. 
Keep word.”’ 

This was the only information to be 
ained from the old warrior, and before 
e allowed himself to a he summoned 
his son, Willie Bear Shield, a former grau- 
uate of the Carlisle Indlan Sc ool, but 
who has relapsed into his previous condi- 
tion of painted, bedaubed and feathered 
Savagery.
